In the claims, the claim dependency for claim 19 was entered incorrectly 
in the issued patent by the PTO. The issued patent lists claim 19 (originally 
numbered 47) as being dependent on claim 1 1 . Original claim 47 was 
dependent on original claim 1 1 . Original claim 1 1 has been renumbered as claim 
6. Therefore, issued claim 19 should read as being dependent on issued claim 
6. 

Also, it is respectfully requested that claim 40 (originally numbered 79) be 
cancelled because it is a duplicate of claim 6 (originally numbered 1 1). Claims 
6, 53 and 54 (originally numbered 1 1, 92, and 93, respectively) are amended to 
correct obvious omission errors to restore grammatical accuracy. For claim 6, at 
column 129, line 58, "at" is inserted between "comprises" and "least". Also, 
for claims 53 and 54, at column 132, lines 42 and 45, respectively, "from 
among" is inserted between "selected" and "Renilla" (claim 53) and 
"Chiroteuthis" (claim 54).
